‘UNCONSTITUTIONAL’ 
COMPANIES ALLEGE 


‘Deprived of Property 
Without Due Process’ 
They Contend — New 
York Postmaster Named. 


By the Associated Presa. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Federal 
Judge John C. Knox today grant- 
ed an order, applied for by Trans- 
continental & Western ag ae 

uiring Postmaster - 
Sunes A. Farley and Postmaster 
John J.. Kiely of New York, to 
show cause Friday why they should 
not be restrained from acting un- 
der the Farley order of Feb. 9, 
canceling the air mail contracts. 

The petition set forth that the 
order of Farley, “is unconstitution- 
al, illegal and void because beyond 
the power, authority and jurisdic- 
tion of ‘the defendant, Farley, and 
because it deprives the complain- 
ant of its property without due pro- 
cess of law and constitutes an un- 
lawful taking of its property with- 
out due process of law and with- 
out just compensation.” 

The petition also charges that 
the order is a violation of the 
fourth and fifth amendments to 
the Constitution of the United 
States. 


Challenges Judge’s Right to Enjoin 
Cancelation. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Keb. 13.—Kari 

A. Crowley, solicitor of the Post- 

office Department, today challenged 

the authority of Federal Judge 

Knox of New York to restrain the 


_ Postmaster-General from canceling 


all air mail contracts. 

Attorney-General Cummings, on 
the other hand, said there was 
“plenty of cause” for the cancela- 
tion and that “we can show it in 
court.” 

Crowley said he felt the New Yorh. 
Court was without jurisdiction in 
the case and that jurisdiction rest- 
ed with the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia. 

Crowley said the contracts were 
canceled under the law. of 1872, en- 
acted after the Star Route scan- 
dals, and under postal laws giving 
him such power where fraud was 
shown in connection with contracts. 

Postmaster-General Farley was 
attending a cabinet meeting and 
was not available for comment. 

The assertion that every Army 
and Navy airplane contract is “se- 
cretly and collusively” let was ex- 


‘pressed before the House Military 


Committee by James V. Martin, an 
aviation pioneer. 

He testified in the investigation 
of airplane contracts just as an- 
other House committee decided to 
¢all the Aluminum Co. of America 
to explain testimony that one air- 
plane builder was compelled to pay 
10 per cent of his manufacturing 
cost to the aluminum concern. 

Martin, asserting he made the 
first flight over London and that 
he built the first bomber ever con- 
tracted for by the Government, told 
the committee that the “Ohio gang” 
has complete contro! of aviation. 

Asked how the “Air Trust exer. 
cises control,” Martin continued: 
“Every contract is let secretly, col- 
lusively and in violation of the law. 
They go into a secret meeting and 
t the job.”

“The Curtiss Co. agents, (Briga- 
dier) General (H. Conger) Pratt, 
and the Army procurement officers 
at Dayton, for instance,” he an- 
swered.

Air Mail Routes Temporarily Cut 
to 11,000 Miles. 

An air mail map temporarily re- 
duced from 27,000 to 11,000 miles 
was spread today before army fly- 
ers who will fly the air mail be 
ginning Monday. 

Also plans was under way for 
the administration to eliminate di- 
rect commercial aviation subsidies, 
paying instead on actual amounts 
of mail transported. This was de 
scribed as the basis of new air mail 
legislation now being drafted for 
quick submission to Congress. 
Postmaster-General Farley, al- 
though indicating permanent altera- 
tion would be made in “the whole 
air mail map,” said the much- 
shortened emergency system would 
be lengthened as rapidly as possi- 


ble.

7 CONVICTS, GUARD 
KILLED IN BREAK 


AT WALLA WALLA 
Continued From Page One. 


Truman said. “I thought—‘they've 
got me, too.” 

One by one the convicts fell un- 
der the accurate firing of the 
sharpshooters on the wall. 

The firing let up, and one of the 
guards on the walls shouted for 
the convicts to “give yourselves 
up, and lie down flat on the 
ground, or — 

Terrified with tne dead and 
wounded around them, the remain- 
ing convicts fell on their faces. 
Within a few minutes guards were 
among them, disarmed them and 
rushed them into solitary confine- 
ment cells. The dead were left on 
the ground for fingerprint identi- 
fications later. 

Most of the turnkeys, with the 

exception of Briggs, had been 
knifed in the building prior to the 
outbreak. Briggs, one of the “host- 
ages,” was killed when the shoot- 
ing began. 
In another attempted prison 
break, last Oct. 27, Donald F. Col- 
lins was shot to death as he tried 
to go over the walls, and James 
Tenning was injured seriously. 


Scene in the Prison Yard. 


All was quiet inside the prison 
yard by the time newspaper men 
arrived. Across the grass were 
sprawled the bodies of three of the 
seven convicts killed. Two others 
were flat on their faces—at guards’ 
orders. | 

Stretched out on the walk at the 
entrance to the main cell block was 
the body of Turcott. Face down on 
a flower bed was the body of Clark. 
The body of De Long was across 
the walk between the cell block and 
shop line. 

More ‘han 20 heavily armed 
guards stood on the wall, looking 
down into the yard. Other guards 
‘inside helped their wounded com- 
rades into waiting ambulances. 
Warden McCauley ordered the 
bodies of the three slain convicts 
left in the prison yard for a time. 
“It’s good psychology,” he said.

WILLIAM T. JEROME 
DIES OF PNEUMONIA 


Prosecutor of Harry K. Thaw 
Was Foe of Tammany 
Hall. 


By the Associated Press. - 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—William 
Travers Jerome, 75 years old, foe 
of Tammany Hall and a former Dis- 
trict Attorney, died of pneumonia 
today. 

Jerome as district attorney of 
New York County from 1902 to 
1910, cleaned up gambling and vice 
by a series of raids and “on-the- 
spot” courts. Chief trophy of his 
war was the gambling house of 
“Dick” Canfield, a 20-year-old es- 
tablishment frequented by million- 
aires. 7 

It was Jerome, too, who prosecut- 
ed Harry Thaw after that scion of 
Pittsburgh wealth had shot and 
killed the noted architect, Stanford 
White, on the old Madison Square 
roof. : 

Through his latter years Jerome 


led the retired life of a man of 
wealth. Jerome acquired a for- 
tune through a color process for 
motion pictures. — 

“Jerome raids,” as New York 
called the sudden swoops on gam- 
bling houses of the district at- 
torney and his committee of 15 
private citizens, were almost night- 
ly occurrences in 1901 and 1902. 

Running for the district attor- 
neyship as an independent, Jerome 
dominated two municipal elections 
between 1901 and 1909. His first 
term ended in 1905 and he was re- 
elected in the face of strong Tam- 
many opposition, although the anti- 
Tammany vote was split three ways 
that year. 

Jerome was born in New York 
on April 18, 1859, one of a family 
of lawyers. His father, Lawrence 
Jerome, was an attorney and his 
brother who died about the time 
Jerome was admitted to the bar, 
was an assistant district attorney. 

He was admitted to the bar in 
1884 and started practice with Dan- 
iel Nason as his parner. Jerome 
was an assistant district attorney, 
1888-90, and a justice of special 
sessions, 1895-1901. 

He married Lavinia Howe of 
Elizabeth, N. J., in 1888. They had

He was dubbed “Mr. Carrie Na- 
tion” by his adversaries. More than 
once he told interviewers: 

“I like to gamble a bit myself, 
but any man can get all the gam- 
bling he needs in a social game with 
friends.” 

He also liked a drink when he 
wanted it, but he showed no mercy 
to predatory liquor interests.

The Socialist headquarters in the‘ 
Ottak ring is a mass of ruins after 
the heavy artillery bombardment of 
the night and this morning. 
Many Socialist Republican guards- 
men were reported buried under 
the ruins. 
Frau Sever, widow of the former 
Socialist Governor of Lower Aus- 
tria, was among those killed in the 
workers’ district. 

Socialists Fall Back. 
Shortly after dark, Government 
troops constructed pontoon bridges 
across the River Danube, and at 
8:20 p. m. began an attack on en- 
trenched Socialists under cover of 
an artillery barrage. 

The .Socialists fighting in the 
Floridsdorf section lost their posi- 
tion in the municipal apartment 
buildings and retreated this eve- 
ning to nearby Stadlau and Jed- 
lese. Staudlau is between Fiorids- 
dorf and the Aspern Airport on the 
ground where Napoleon once 
fought the Austrian army. 
Prin:2 Schoenburg Hartenstein 
personally commanded the Govern- 
ment troops as they poured across 
the pontoon bridges against the So- 
cialists. 
At the same time the police

He 
believed there was still time to im- 
prove conditions, perhaps to arrest 
the spread of anti-saloon sentiment. 
In the fall of 1916, in an interview 
published in the Post-Dispatch, he 
announced that he would ask the 
Governor-elect, Frederick D. Gard- 
ner, to appoint a St. Louis Commis- 
sioner who would enforce the State 
liquor laws strictly. The Excise 
Commissioner, under a law peculiar 
to Missouri and St. Louis had czar- 
like powers in revoking saloon li- 
censes, without being subject to 
court review. 


Advocated German System. 


He urged, for consideration of 
the trade and of lawmakers, adop- 
tion of a saloon system modeled on 
that of Germany—saioons to sell 
only beer and wine for consump- 
tion on the premises, bars to be 
abolished and the practice of treat- 
ing abandoned. As a mode] of the 
barless saloon, on the plan of the 
German wirtschaft, he built Bevo 
Mill on Gravois avenue. He had 
previously added the seven-story 
Bevo building, devoted to manufac- 
ture of a “temperance” substitute 
for beer, to the equipment of the 
Anheuser-Busch plant. 

His proposals were widely dis- 
cussed, and were commended in 
some quarters,: while some law en- 
forcers, in St. Louis County and on 
the East Side, complained that they 
had not had macn_ co-operation 
from the Busch agents. 

It was too late to turn back the 
tide of prohibition sentiment. The 
City of St. Louis remained a wet 
stronghold, and its vote prevented 
constitutional prohibition by State 
amendment in Missouri. But the

Demanded Law Enforcement. 


This gave him a text for his de- 
mand on the Federal prohibition 
authorities, whom he pressed per- 
sonally and through others in 
Washington. He demanded that, 
since prohibition had been made a 
national policy, it be enforced for 
protection of the lawful beverage 
industry. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau in- 
vited his co-operation, and he sent 
a representative to Washington, 
who remained several months, giv- 
ing information and suggestions to 
the bureau, and on friendly terms 
with the church enforcement 
bodies. But unlike the crusades 
of the church bodies, the Busch en- 
forcement campaign was one of 
realism and practicality, and its 
manager soon reported that no 
progress was being mage, but that 
ground was being lost, and the out- 
look was hopeless. 

The Washington effort was with 
drawn, but the brewer himself made 
one remarkable contribution to the 
enforcement controversy, and to in- 
ternational relations. In 1922, on a 
return voyage from Germany, he 
found liquor being sold freely on 
the George Washington, a United 
States Shipping Board vessel. He 
gave out interviews complaining of 
this condition, and evoked some 

from Chairman Las- 
ker of the Shipping Board; but the 
incident resulted in drying up the 
American ships, and in extending 
the three-mile limit for contraband 
liquor to 12 miles. 

Treaties were made with foreign 
nations: by which their ships 
brought liquor within the 12-mile 
limit only in padlocked bars, and 
by which the practice of searching 
for liquor within the 12-mile limit 
was authorized. 

Developed New Industries. 

Meanwhile, Mr. Busch was build- 
ing new industries to take the place 
of the outlawed commodity, beer, 
as a means of profit and employ- 


parison with 1920, and it found 
states open to the beer trade which 
were closed to it then. 

When considering the question of 
new industries in the prohibition 
period, Mr. Busch talked of start- 
ing a pork packing establishment. 
He did not. carry out this plan, 
though hog-raising and sausage- 
making ranked high among his 
hobbies. 


Grant Farm Experiments. 

On his Grant Farm, estate, and 
at his summer home Nn Coopers- 
town, N. Y., he experimented 
in the breeding of hogs from 
imported German wild boar stock. 
He believed this would improve the 
flavor of the sausage which he 
made and sent to his friends, and 
he believed, after years of experi- 
mentation, that he had made the 
desired improvement in flavor. He 
hoped that the blend of wild and 
domestic breeds would be immune 
to hog cholera, but a test rather 
sadly failed to bear out this the- 
ory. 
“My hobby,” he wrote a few years 
ago, “is the great outdoors, with 
all that it offers. I love horses, 
dogs, cattle, fowl and wild game. 
Of my large herd of deer, I have 
raised many on my own grounds. 
One of my principal hobbies has 
Mbeen the breeding of hogs and the 
crossing of German wild boars, 
which I isnported, with the domes- 
tic Duroc, resulting in a new breed 
of hog from which is produced as 
fine sausage, I believe, as can be 
made anywhere. 


“Tree life is also a hobby of 
mine, and I believe no contribttion 
will prove more important to na- 
ture and man than President Roose- 
velt’s reforestation plan.

Estate at Cooperstown, N. Y. 

Cooperstown, on Lake Otsego, is

Feed- 
ing the thousands of fish in the 
pool was a daily diversion in his 
summer sojourns at the place. A 
film, made a few years ago and 
showing the Cooperstown activities, 
was entitled “Down on the Farm.” 
Mr. Busch took pride in the his- 
toric associations of the Grant 
Farm. The Grant cabin, built by 
the future General and President in 
his days of poverty and obscurity, 
was made accessible to the public 
by a special gate entering the prem- 
ises, 
On the roads inside the estate, 
and on Gravois road, often crowded 
with motor traffic, he used to 
drive, in the later afternoons, in 
a high buckboard behind his favor- 
ite team. The present Sunset Hill 
Country Club was built by him as 
Sunset Inn. He was the leader in 
development of the residence section 
on Lindbergh boulevard north of 
Manchester road, incorporated in 
recent years as Huntleigh Village. 
Bridlespur Hunt Club and kennels, 
in the same section, were a center 
of the Busch family’s outdoor ac- 
tivities. 

At St. Peter’s,-in §S Charles 
County, he built a hunting lodge, 
where he took parties occasionally, 
wild geese and ducks being the 
chief game. . 

Record During the War. 

In the racial controversies of 
early war days, while the United 
States was neutral, Mr. Busch took 
a tolerant position. He aided Ger- 
man relief movements, but he made 
contributions also to French and 
British auxiliary charities. After 
the American declaration of war, 
his attitude of loyalty was wunre- 
served. 

The Busch firms were among the 
largest buyers of Liberty bonds, 
and subscribers to the Red Cross 
and war charities, and every em- 
ploye was a bond-buyer and a con- 
tributor. The entire plant was ten- 
dered to the Government for war 
use, and the Busch-Sulzer Bros.Die- 
sel Engine Co. was turned over to 
the Navy for manufacture of sub- 
marine engines, canceling its com-| 
mercial contracts.

Inquest Tomorrow.

“It is certainly a part of the 
function of the educational sys- 
tem,” he continued, “to endeavor to 
correct the abuses and defects of 
our Government and to contribute 
its services toward the betterment 
and the higher welfare of the peo- 
ple. This function of education 
cannot be carried through and the 
educational system itself, wherever 
and whenever defective, cannot be 
remedied if it is deprived of its 
very sustenance.” . 
Frank Cushman, chief of the 
dustrial education service of the 
Federal Office of Education, 
praised the work of Hadley Voca- 
tional School before members of 
the Board of Education yesterday. 
This is one of the schools that 
would suffer if tax revenue were 
decreased, according to officials.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—A thick 


report from the Federal Power 
Commission to the Senate lists Har- 
vey C. Couch, r of the Re- 
construction ce Corporation, 
as receiving salaries totaling almost 
$70,000 from ed power companies 
in 1933. 

The report, submitted in re- 
sponse to a resolution offered in 
the Senate by Senator Costigan 
(Dem.), Colorado, last spring, dis- 
closed salarieg*of power and light 
company heads running from $1400 
to $134,800, during recent years. 

Some of the companies reported 
reductions in;:salaries during the 
last yéar or two, but the Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co. was still paying 
A. F. Hockenbeamer, its president, 
$67,500, and Paul M. Downing, vice- 
president, $36,000. Hockenbeamer 
received $134,800 in 1928, $130,520 in 
1929, $103,850 in 1930, $75,000 in 1931 
and $72,777 in 1932. 

The Appalachian Electric Power 
Co. listed salaries of $57,855 to 11 
officers. ranging from president to 
assistant treasurer in 1932 and $57,- 
416 to the same officers in 1933. 
The eleven were: George N. Tidd, 
president; N. M. Argabrite, Graham 
Claytor, M. F. Millikan, H. M. Saw- 

yer and E. H. Maurer, vice-presi- 
eis Frank B. Ball, secretary- 
treasurer; F. W. Drager, J. F. Mc- 
Millan and W. J. Jeffers, assistant 
secretaries and treasurers, and. J 
P. Halbig, assistant treasurer. 

The New Jersey Power & Light 
Co. reported the smallest ary 
scale, headed by $1400 for its pres- 
ident. . Some companies, however, 
did not report their salaries. 


Union Electric Salaries. 

The salary of Louis H. Egan as 
president of the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co. of Missouri 
was reduced from $51,580 in 1929 
to $30,000 in 1933, according to a 
report by the Federal Power Com- 
mission to the Senate, made in re- 
sponse to a resolution sponsored 
by Senator Costigan (Dem.), Colo- 
rado. 

Egan’s salary from the Missouri 
Union Electric Co. was $40,710 in 
1928; $41,280 in 1930; $38,800 in 1931 
and $30,340 in 1932. In addition to 
this compensation he received as 
president of the East St. Louis 
Light and Power Co. a total of $15,- 
930 in the past six years..He also 
| received $2500 from the Union Elec- 
| tric Light and Power Co. of Illinois 
in 1933. 

F. J. Boehm, now vice president 
of the Union Electric Light and 
Power Co. of Missouri, had his sal- 
ary increased from $15,340 in 1932 
to $20,000 in 1933. In 1928 he re- 
ceived from this company $23,260; 
in 1929, $29,480; in 1930, $23,280; in 
1931, $21,300. He also received from 
the East St. Louis Light and Power 
Co. a total of $9530 during the past 
six years, and from the Union Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. of Illinois 
$1000 in 1933. 

Frank L. Dame, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the North 

‘American Co., the holding company 
for the Union Electric, received 
$9000 a year for the last six years 
from the Union Electric of Mis- 
souri.

SULAR ECLIPSE TODAY: 
NEW EINSTEIN TEST 


Path of Totality Crosses Pa- 
cific and Is Visible From 
Two Islands. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—A total 
eclipse of the sun will start off 
Asia at dawn Feb. 14 and will end 
at the eastern edge of the Pacific 
Ocean while it is still Feb. 13 on 
this side of the world. 

The apparent conflict in dates is 
due to the fact that the path of 
the eclipse crosses the international 
date line. 

The eclipse path begins off the 
Malay Peninsula and bends just off 
Southern Alaska. 

There are only two small islands 
where the total eclipse can be seen 
from land, Losap and Oroluk in 
the Carolines. Totality will last 
about two minutes and five sec- 
onds. 

Russia and Japan have sent as- 
tronomers to Losap. There is no 
official American expedition, al- 
though a few Americans have been 
listed in the personnel of the for- 
eign expeditions. 

Again, the Einstein theory of rel- 
ativity will be tested. A number of 
stars will shine near the sun dur- 
ing the eclipse. They will be pho- 
tographed and six months hence 
when in similar positions in the 
night sky they will be photographed 
again. 

They will not be in exactly the 
same positions on the photographic 
plates six months hence, despite the 
fact that they will be in the same 
places in the sky. The difference 
in position will measure the bend- 
ing of light of the stars as it passes 
the sun. 

Under the Einstein theory, the 
bending should amount to 1.74 sec- 
onds of a celestial degree.

OF CHINESE RIVER BOAT 


Steamer Hits Shoal and Turns 


Over in Yangtze Ten Miles | 


From Hankow.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 13.—An over 
loaded Chinese steamer capsized in 
the Yangtze River today resulting 
in the drowning of 400 passengers 
and members of the crew. 

The accident occurred when the 
boat hit a shoal ten miles from 
Hankow, and within a short time 
the victinis were plunged into the 
icy river. 

Pirates soon were on the scene, 
looting the ship. 

This was the third major disaster 
of the kind within two months. In 
two similar disasters recently more 
than 1000 lives were lost. 


30 Lives Lost; Greek Steamer Sinks 
in Crash in English Channel.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Thirty sea- 
men were thought to have drowned 
today when the Greek steamer 
Meandros sank in the English Chan- 
nel after being struck in a dense 
fog by the British freighter Dart- 
ford. Details of the collision were 
given in a radio message from the 
Dartford. The Dartford picked up 
only one survivor.

company through ownership of 148,- 
000 shares of its stock. 

Barnes was then chairman of the 
board of Missouri State.

Equities’ does not affect the Gen-

HAVE read numerous letters in the 

people’s column, as well as your edi- 
torials, concerning the condition of the 
substitutes in the employ of the Postoffice 
Department. I have been active in. trying 
to secure the passage of legislation to cor- 
rect this disgraceful condition. 

I am pleased to be able to report that 
a.bill providing for not less than 100 
hours a month 4t 65 cents an hour will 
be passed by the House in the near future. 
This means a minimum wage of not less 
than $65 a month. 

It not only applies to substitutes, but 
also to watchmen, messengers, laborers 
and employes of the motor vehicle ser- 
vice. 

When you take into consideration that 
no substitute has received a permanent 
appointment to a regular position for over 
four years, this amount is small enough.

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A Defense of CWA.

UGH SEMPLE says he passes the 
CWA Forest Park sewer project sev- 
eral times a day and often stops and 
watches the workers, or idlers, as he im- 
plies.

And has he 
taken into consideration that these -nen 
are not all laborers? Some are plumbers, 
shoe workers, molders, bookkeepers, 
clerks and men of many other vocatio.s. 
Many never used a shovel before. Some 
are boys and some are old men. 

I admit a few of these men, although 
able, do very little work. They never dij 
work and probably never will. 

But Mr. Semple might have made some 
exceptions out of nearly 1000 men when 
he passed out his criticism. 

There need be no fear the CWA will 
have ill effects on the morale of ‘he 
working mah.’

threw the case out of court, declaring that the bank

the courts “should decline to supervise distribution 
among wrongdoers of spoils derived from unlawful 
conduct.” Judge Davis added he would refuse to 
stultify himself by adjudicating the case. © 

In its astounding decision, the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals held that payment of the $140,. 
000 reward was not against public policy. It said 
that “where property has been stolen or money em- 
bezzled, it is not unlawful for the wrongdoer to make 
restitution and to satisfy the civil liability created by 
the wrong. Neither does the law prevent one whose 
property has been stolen or embezzled from compro 
mising with the wrongdoer, if it is not agreed, either 
expressly or impliedly, that the prosecution for the 
offense shall be suppressed or stayed.” 

The facts about the transaction, as brought out at 
the trial before Judge Davis, were that, for a period 
of from six to eight weeks, the bank and the bonding 
company were negotiating for the return of the stolen 
property. Joseph L. Lemon, a lawyer, was employed 
as contact man. He paid the reward to the bank 
robbers or their representatives, deducting $15,000 as 
his fee. The bonds were safely retarned to the bank, 

All of this time, the negotiations were conducted 
in deepest secrecy by all parties concerned. “The 
well-guarded evidence, which the court was privi- 
leged to hear,” said Judge Davis, “shows that the 
peace officers of this community were furnished no 
information about the plan in prospect. A proper 
inference from the testimony is that plaintiff (bond- 
ing company) and defendant (bank) purposely with- 
held and concealed from the officers of the law all 
information in their possession about the significant 
fact that the agent of the robbers was known, and 
that the parties to this suit were planning to turn 
over an immense sum of money” for the bonds’ re- 
turn. 
It seems to us that the secrecy observed in dealing 
with the robbers and the exclusion of the police from 
the negotiations was tantamount to such an agree- 
ment with the robbers that the Circuit Court of Ap 
peals says did not exist. The court’s reasoning that 
both plaintiff and defendant “may have had no other 
thought but that secrecy was. essential to recovery of 
the property,” is, in our opinion, unsound. In the 
very nature of the proceedings in which the bank, 
the bonding company and the robbers, or their agents, 
took part, there was a conspiracy to prevent the 
authorities from satisfying the demands of society. 
We have frequently referred to the return of the 
Grand National Bank bonds as instituting in this 
country a thieves’ market, where, wholly outside the 
knowledge of the ‘law, the underworld and the so- 
called upperworld may bargain and haggle. We fully 
agree with Judge Davis that this is a practice hostile 
to public policy and subversive of our institutions. 

We deeply regret that the institution of the 
Thieves’ Market has not receivéd the denunciation 
of the second highest court in the land. Acceptance 
of such a broad interpretation of law as this decision 
carries could only encourage a practice which has al- 
ready become a menace to society. 
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TWILIGHT OF THE BRIDGE EXPERT. 

The years of the depression have been a golden 
age for the contract bridge expert, to whom the Unit- 
ed States has been a land of milk and honey. But his 
star is fading, so an observer reports in the New 
Outlook, and if the conclusion is correct, a thundering 
ainen .will roll across the map. 

It must be acknowledged, however, that the bridge 
expert has operated his racket with diligence, energy 
and resourcefulness. To his followers—and what a 
multitude of them he has collected!—he has been 
what the Greeks call logos; he has been the word, the 
law, to question which were treason splashed with 
idiocy. Yet the bridge expert, speaking with the 
authority of omniscience, learned by experience and 
offered the wares of his broadening knowledge in 
many packages: in books, in pamphlets, in.courses of 
instruction, which have all been devoured, to the ex- 
pert’s enrichment. Old conventions have been dropped, 
new responseg contrived, new initiatives recommend- 
ed, while day by day the experts have spun out dia- 
ries of discovery, tactical and strategic, that have 
enthralled their disciples. . « 

So the science of bidding has progressed, adven- 
tured, dared and, theoretically, triumphed, requiring 
the addicts, if they hoped to keep up with the proces- 
sion, to buy the latest books. 

Now, ultimate consumer is getting restive, we are 
informed; beginning to suspect that he has been an 
easy mark and, quietly or otherwise, resolving to 
tighten up and produce no more. Well, that’s the 
orthodox story of rackets; they bud, bloom, flourish 
and blow away. But of contract bridge it may fair- 
ly be said that it could have been an interesting 
game if it had not been “experted” into a preposter- 
ous tyranny. ' 
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ST. LOUIS COUNTY GOVERNMENT. 

The report of John M. Crutsinger for his first year 
as Highway Engineer of St. Louis County serves to 
call attention to the need for a complete financial 
and administrative reorganization of the county gov: 
ernment. The whole governmental machinery in this 
populous suburban area is obsolete and politics of the 
lowest order is rife, as far as county-wide administra- 
tion is concerned. 

Such general executive power as exists is wielded 
by the County Court, which is not a judicial body, 
but a loosely formed council. It lacks local legisla- 
tive power, which is essential for a community of the 
size and character of St. Louis County. Finances 
of the county have been in a muddle for years, and 
reorganization is necessary to put them on a sound 
footing. There is a host of independent elective offi- 
cers whom the court cannot control, but may only 
harass, as it has harassed Crutsinger. The three 
members of the court are not paid enough to attract 
many men of the highest. abilities. The two-year 
terms of the two District Judges are too short, and 
they should be elected at large, not by districts. 

Incorporated suburban towns generally are well 
governed. e League of County Municipalities is 
doing excellent work to harmonize their affairs, but 
its power is, unofficial. There are large unincorpo- 


rated areas, with concentrated population, which

THE AIR MAIL HOUSE-CLEANING. 

Attempts are being made to whitewash the conduct 
of air mail operators and to cover up the conditions 
which led to Mr. Farley’s drastic action, approved by 
Mr. Roosevelt, in directing cancellation of all domestic 
air mail contracts. These explanations come rather 
late Im the day. If the present protestants had used 
their influence and energy toward preventing the 
conditions now disclosed, the army would not today 
be preparing to take over the air mail service. 

The air is filled with denials of fraud and collu- 
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celing the contracts. Yet there have been significant 
disclosures by the Black committee that the public 
will not forget. The full report of this committee 
has not yet been made public, but it undoubtedly of- 
fered sufficient reason for the vigorous clean-up. 

It is not disputed that a few big air line opera- 
tors sat down together in an office next to that of 
former Postmaster-General Brown, and, after a speech 
by Mr. Brown, divided up the air mail map. Many 
competent operators have testified that they were 
“frozen out” by political considerations, and saw 
contracts awarded to higher bidders. The facts about 
destruction of official files and removal of letters are 
not to be overlooked. Four men have been accused 
of contempt of the Senate for such actions, one of them 
being William P. MacCracken, former Assistant Sec- 


shown, made tremendous profits and paid huge 
bonuses and salaries by virtue of their Government 
subsidies. Air mail contracts were awarded, through 
the subterfuge of “extensions,” without bidding. 

There is no complaint about the efficiency of the 
air mail service. Mr. Roosevelt realizes how indis- 
pensable a part of our communications air mail has 
become, and how valuable an arm of national defense 
an adequate civil aviation sfstem may be. The Pres 
ident cannot be suspected of wishing to destroy this 
valuable national asset, and honest contractors ghould 
feel assured that they will not lose, in the end, by 
their honesty. ~ 

Mere award of contracts, however, does not give 
operators a vested and perpetual right in the subsi- 
dies. These are gifts from the Government. Like 
any other gift, they may be discontinued at the dis 
cretion of the giver. Much is made of prospective 
unemployment among flyers and attendants because 
of the cancellations. Yet would it not be better to 
support these people by outright doles rather than 
continue their maintenance through a system that 
has been proved corrupt in many of its phases? The 
operators who were deprived of contracts by politics 
and favoritism now can have their inning. 

Corruption can best be fought by bringing it into 
the open and hitting it—hard. Existing statutes 
make it possible for the Government to take immedi- 
ate action, rather than waiting on months of official 
deliberations and court delays before anything can 
be dane. The subsidy system is in acute need of re 
form, and the administration's action makes early re 
form possible. Meanwhile, the apologists for mail op- 
erators are in bad grace, since no reform from within 
was sought until the Senate investigation and the 
subsequent clean sweep brought the whole mess out 
into the open. 

No innocent person or corporation will be made to 
suffer, but the taxpayers must also be protected.

NEAR-TRAGEDY ON EADS BRIDGE. 

A Belleville-St. Louis bus, crossing Eads Bridge 
Sunday, skidded on the slippery floor and knocked 
down some 70 feet of railing, part of whieh dropped 
into the river, 85 feet below. Had the bus gone over. 
everyone in it doubtless would have been trapped and 
drowned. This near-tragedy is a warning that should 
be heeded. If the railing is not strong enough to 
withstand such a strain as that which might be oc- 
casioned at any time in snowy or rainy weather by 
a slowly moving bus, it is not safe. 

The number of busses using Eads Bridge is increas- 
ing all the time. Some of them carry 20 to 30 pas- 
sengers. Were there no other consideration, the own- 
ers of the bridge should be anxious for business 
reasons to guard against such a tragedy as Sunday’s 
accident immediately suggests. Last fall the north 
half of the bridge was refloored. This work probe- 
bly will be resumed in a short while. Replacement 
of the old light railing by new steel guards ought to 
be included when workmen and building equipment 
are put back on the bridge. . 
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THE AUSTRIAN CRISIS. 

The bloodshed and turmoil in Austria today may 
be traced back in direct line to the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. 
would be no Chancellor Hitler in Germany today, and 
no Chancellor Dolifuss in Austria fighting a desperate 
battle against the Nazification of his country. The 
treaty carved from Austria more than seven-eighths 
of the area and population of’ the former Empire, 
and left a country that could not possibly maintain 
itself economically. Yet union with Germany was 
outlawed, and even a customs pact, drafted in 1931, 
was forbidden by pressure of the former Allies. 

Hitler now seeks the annexation of Austria, if not 
by formal conquest, at least by joint political con- 
trol.. Chancellor Dolifuss, a member of the Christian 
Socialist party, has evolved as a backfire a brand 
of Fascism distinguished from the German variety 
chiefly in rejecting the Nazis’ racial policies, opposi- 
tion to labor organizations and their “pagan” reli- 
gion. This threat of Fascism has roused Austrian 
Socialists to fury. And it is largely to prove that 
he is just as rigidly anti-Marxian as his German con- 
temporary that Dollfuss now has launched his cam- 
paign against the Socialists, and has outlawed the 
party. Virtual civil war has resulted, and at least 200 
persons have been killed. The Socialists conducted 
Austria’s Government through the -critical post-war 
years and are still a potent, though waning, fgorce. 
Their aid in a united front against the Nazis would 
give Austria a far better chance for survival. 

The Allies, in recent months, have been helpful to 
Austria with loans and other aid, but it is doubtful 
whether these have come in time. Fascism’s wedge 
has entered, and it may in time hold sway across 
Europe from the North Sea to the Mediterranean. 
Germans attack-their racial brothers in Austria, and 
Austrians butcher one another, in thig latest clash of

By Walter Lippmann 


The Next Phase 


HE next great phase in the recovery pro- 

gram is now in order, and it will not be 

safe to postpone the beginning of it much 
longer. Three-fifths of the agricultural re- 
sources of the United States are used to pro- 
duce crops of which the price is, to a large 
extent, dependent upon world markets. The 
commodities vitally . affected are cotton, 
wheat, tobacco, hogs and fruit. 

There is no conceivable way in which the 
supply and demand for all these crops can 
be balanced within the United States. It is 
not possible to cut the acreage enough. It is 
not possible to increase the consumer de- 
mand. 


A substantial part of all these crops must- 


be sold abroad if American agriculture 
is to prosper. Unless the farmers who pro- 
duce these crops have adequate incomes, 
there can be no full and permanent recovery 
for American industry. 

Broadly speaking, there are two kinds of 
obstacle to a resumption of exports. There 
are the foreign tariffs and exchange con- 
trols. The other obstacle, and fundamental- 
ly the more important, is that there are not 
enough American dollars in the hands of 
foreigners with which they can buy Ameri- 
can goods. A sound commercial policy must 
aim to reduce both obstacles. 

The artificial barriers can probably be 
dealt with best by a series of trade agree- 
ments with our best customers. Bargains 
would be struck to remove obstacles on both 
sides. But these bargains, useful as they 
would be, would not go to the root of the 
problem if all they did was to admit for- 
eign goods equal in value to the American 
goods admitted abroad. Our position will 


not be in order until we find a way to in-, 


crease the relative purchasing power of for- 
eigners in the American market. 


In the years between 1924 and 1929, we did — 


incre their purchasing power by making 
large foreign loang. There is no likelihood 
that we shall soon resume foreign lending 
on any large scale. Consequently, there will 
not be enough American dollars in the outer 
world to buy our exports, for, of course, the 
American farmer will take payment in dol- 
lars only. How, then, are we to put dollars 
ih the hands of foreigners? That is the 
problem, 

We cannot give them the dollars. We have 
been too badly.burned to lend them the 
dollars. There is only one way, and that 
ie to let them earn the dollars by selling us 
goods and services which they produce bet- 


ter than we do. We must buy imports to 
sell exports. What imports ought we to 
take? Clearly, those for which the price 
in the United States is high and the quality 
poor. We ought to take the goods we do 
not produce well, since those are the goods 
that mean either low wages to labor or high 
prices to the consumer. 

This, it seems to me, is the fundamental 
principle of a sound commercial policy; to 
protect the industries that are most efficient 
and to let imports compete with the indus 
tries that are least efficient. The more an 
industry claims that it needs protection, the 
more reason there is to doubt whether it 
is entitled to protection. For, except in spe- 
cial cases, where, for example, the industry 
is a key industry or is vital to the national 
defense or is subjected to unfair competition 
from abroad, the plea for very high protec- 
tion is likely to mean a confession of rela- 
tive inefficiency. 

Our policy in recent years: has been the 
reverse of this. We have protected the rela- 
tively inefficient and unsuitable. industries 


_ at the expense of the more efficient ones. We 


ought to reverse the policy, and in future 
plan to protect and encourage those Ameri- 
can producers who are the most competent 
by opening up export markets for them. We 
can do this only by opening our markets to 
imports which will compete with our less 
competent producers. 

That does not mean that the tariff should 
be reduced suddenly and drastically. It does 
mean that it should be reduced according to 
a national! principle, No one who knows the 
history of American tariff-making will have 
any doubt that if a truly national policy is 
to be adopted, Congress must get rid of the 
log-rolli by delegating to the President 
substantial power to alter the rates. 

The delegation of the power to make trade 
agreements and to alter the rates is the next 
thing needed in the recovery program. It is 
the most important thing remaining to be 
done in this session of Congress. It is, in an 
exact sense, a power necessary to provide 
relief for the farmer and work for the un- 
employed. Congress, which has made a real- 
ly remarkable response to the President’s 
leadership, will, by granting these powers 
for the period of the emergency, forward 
the great promise of the recovery program.

Subsistence Homesteads

Exhibition to Remain During 
Rest of Month—‘Bab- 
ette” in Group. 


Paintings by Eugene Speicher, 
noted contemporary American art- 


ist, have been placed on exhibition 
at City Art Museum in Forest Purk 


mainder of February. 

The exhibition, Speciher’s first 
one-man show in five years, comes 
to the museum directly from New 
York, where it was shown in the 
Rehn galleries during January. 
Critics there received it enthusias- 
tically, commenting that a number 
of the pictures were patently con- 
ceived by the artist as major works, 
destined for museum collections. 

If that was Speicher’s ambition, 
it began to be realized before the 
collection left New York. A Canad- 
ian landscape was purchased by the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. That 
picture is not included in the pres- 
ent exhibition, but there have been 
added to the New York group three 
paintings lent by the Detroit and 
Cincinnati museums and Carnegie 
Art Institute of Pittsburgh. 

The latter is “Babette,” which 
was included in the Centpry of 


mer in Chicago. The picture, a por- 
trait study of a young woman, was 
shown first at the Carnegie Inter- 
national Exhibition three years ago, 
and was generally regarded as the 


It was Speicher’s misfortune, how- 
ever, to serve that year on the jury 
of awards, and the prizes went to 
other artists. 

In the present exhibition there 
are 18 paintings, including a flower 
still life which is. owned by the 
St. Louis Museum. The paintings 
are hung in Gallery 30, and in a 
basement gallery there is a collec- 
tion of drawings by the same artist. 

Speicher’s painting is distinctive- 
ly modern, yet without the bizarre 
tricks of style sometimes associat- 
ed with modern art. He does not 
hesitate to become _ graphically 
realistic, as in “Tennessee Negro,” 
a large canvas depicting a cocky 
Negro youth strumming a banjo, or 
in “Cowboy,” which strips the sub- 
ject of romantic glamor and shows 
him as a gawky youth whose 
trousers are too short and whose 
hat is battered. 

In three still lifes, Speicher’s 
meticulous concern with the tex- 
ture and colors of flowers is em- 
phasized. His landscapes, of which 
there are four, depart from the for- 
malities of nature more than his 
other paintings in their studied 
composition and unusual use of 
color, but achieve essentially faith- 
ful representation. 

There are three nudes, “Torso of 
Hilda,” lent by Detroit Art Insti- 
tute, “Mary R.”, and “Nude Back,” 
which won much favorable com- 
ment from the critics. Among the 
four portraits, aside from “Ba- 
bette,” the eye is drawn most fre 
quently to “The Emigrant,” an ap- 
pealing picture of a somewhat be- 
wildered young woman in an old 
world costume.

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State Commission Takes 
Under Advisement Pro- 
posal to Defer $10,000,- 
000 Payment Five Years.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.— 
The plan of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. of St. Louis to postpone for 
five years the April 1 maturity of 


$10,000,000 ef refunding and exten- 
sion mortgage bonds—the retire- 
ment of which is declared by the 
company to be impracticable in 
present financial conditions — de- 
pends on approval of the Missouri 
Public-Service Commission and on 
obtaining consent of the bondhold- 
ers to the extension. The applica- 
tion of the company for authority 
to arrange the extension was taken 
under advisement by the commis- 
sion yesterday, after a brief hear- 
ing. 
— — representatives did not 
indicate what financial steps 
would be taken to avert a default 
in payment of the bonds on April 
1, if the proposed plan is not put 
through. 
The proposal submitted to the 
commission would leave to the 
board of directors of the Laclede 
Co. the determination of what pro- 
portion of the bonds should be de- 
posited—provided the holders as- 
sent—to put the plan in operation. 
No Pian for Payment. - 
E. L. White, secretary and treas- 
urer of the company, who was the 
only witness in the hearing, testi- 
fied, under cross-examination by 
Associate City Counselor Forrest G. 
Ferris Jr. of St. Louis, that the 
company knew where about three- 
fourths of the bonds were held. 
He said this proportion of the bonds 
was in the hands of about 1500 
holders. 
White said none of the bonds the 
company proposed to extend was 
held by the Laclede’s parent hold- 
ing company, the Utilties Power & 
Light Corporation of Chicago. 
Representatives of the City of St. 
Louis, which intervened in the case, 
said the company apparently would 
have to obtain the consent of hold- 
ers of 76 per cent of the bonds, to 
avoid possibile foreclosure or re- 
ceivership action. This was based 
on a provision of the mortgage, ex- 
ecuted in 1904, that the assent of 
holders of 2% per cent of the out- 
standing bonds is necessary to au- 
thorize foreclosure or receivership 
action ‘by the trustees or the bond- 
holders. : 
White also stated, under cross 
examination, that the company now 
had no plan for paying of the $10,- 
000,000 of bonds at the end of the 
five-year extension, if it were ar- 
ranged.

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How the French Serve Wines 
And Appetizers With Meals 


By MRS. RUFUS LACKLAND TAYLOR 


Wines. | 

il have given you several recipes 
with wine because it is the founda- 
tion of nearly every good sauce. I 
shall give you a slight idea of the 
way wine is served in most French 
houses. ‘ 

A smal! giass of Madeira, Mar- 
sala, or Sherry is very often served 
with the soup. Some light white 
wine usually is served with the 
fish. The vin ordinaire (Claret) is 
served throughout the dinner in 
large glasses and most of the 
French mix it with water. A car- 
afe of this wine and a carafe of 
water are generally placed at each 
end of the table. Old Bordeaux, 
old Burgundy or champagne, is 
served with the roast for formal 
dinners and continues on to the 
end of the dinner. Occasionally a 
sweet wine like muscat is served 
with the sweets. When serving but 
two kinds of wine the best should 
always be served with the roast 
and when only two kinds are used ' 
the last should always be red be- 
cause white wine is only served at 
the beginning of a meal. 


Hors-d’Oceuvres. 


This is usually served at lunch- 
eon: Anchovies preserved in oil 
and served with hard-boiled eggs 
chopped fine; capers and parsiey 
and sardines are served like ancho- 
vies with quantities of lemon. 

The little dark small French 
olives and French saucisse d’ Aries 
or Lyon or saucisse al’ Ail, all are 
served in thin slices as a hors- 
d’oeuvre and are bought at the 


French delicatessen stores. Also 
small radishes and raw tomatoes 
are served as a side dish. They are 
served with salt, pepper, chopped 
chervil, chives, ofl and vinegar. 

Cucumbers are peeled and cut In 
slices as thin as paper and served 
with salt and pepper, oil and vine 
gar. They are usually let stand an 
hour before serving. 

Thom Marine is our tuna fish 
and it is preserved in oil and served 
like sardines and anchovies. Small, 
tender artichokes are seed with 
French dressing. Also, caviar is 
served on small, thin, buttered sand- 
wiches. 

Melon in France is always served 
as an hors-d’oeuvre. It is cut into 
pieces without destroying the shape 


of the melor and arranged in the 
dish on green leaves. Also, celery 
is cut up and served with French 
dressing. 

The French family dinner is com- 
posed usua.. of soup, one main 
dish, meat or fish, one vegetable, 
salad, cheese and fruit. The sec 
ond dejeuner, or what corresponds 
to our luncheon, consists merely of 
a hors-d oeuvre, one dish of meat or 
fish, one vegetible and cheese or 
fruit. Potatoes are served more 
often at the second dejeuner and 
are considered as any other vege 
table and are not served with every 
meal as we do in America, but they 
are in a dish by themselves and 
take their turn with tr other vege 
tables. Everything is served in 
courses. In France salad is often 
served with cold chicken or cold 
ham and is generally served after 
the vegetable. The vegetable is
